A fellow don’t feel like getting up quite so early 
Sunday morning as other mornings, and he never 
likes to go to work in the shop or office, and if 
he does he can’t do a good day’s work, because

As we get older and realize how 
sordid the world is and how selfish we as a peo- 
ple are, and how we wrong each other for gain, 
we are prone on such a day as this to turn more 
and more to the contemplation of the only per- 
fect man of which history records. To his lonely 
but loving spirit we bring Our sadness and our 
fraility, and we find a bit of comfort and solace 
in the belief that this gentle thought knows no 
alien races, no outcast men or women, no Jew, 
no Gentile, but gathers us all, toilworn and dis- 
inherited, within the healing of his love. More 
and more as age creeps toward us do we need 
his homely ways, who had no scorn for unsuc- 
cesses. We need his simple speech, whose words 
could touch the ‘heart of grief. He toid us whitoer 
we go--to a place like a father’s house, a place 
with room enough for all. Many years ago, with 
tender ministration, he took away the hurt from 
troubled hearts, and still the thought of him 
brings comfort for what is bruise with striving, 
and comradeship for what has never been at “home 
in life. The long journey will be the sweeter with 
him in company. His care for us is more under- 
standing than the heart of &ll other friends, for 
in the hour of need they are sometimes very far 
away. His love is so sure that we take it for 
granted, so forgiving that we are careless of it, 
trusting it as we trust the sun continuing to 
shine in the heavens. It sends out its gentle 
rays into the immense emptiness of life. It would 
wait, sorrowful and full of remembrance, through 
a lifetime of years. Inside its golden circumfer- 
ence it includes all the wide areas of the human 
spirit. And so, on this Sabbath day, as I stroll 
among my blooming rose ‘bushes, or sit upon 
the lawn and think and peer blindly into the 
future, and you go your several ways, to chureh 
or out into the country, all of us have the com- 
forting assurance that over all, and for all, and 
with all, is that benign spirit which means 80 
much, that intuitively guides us toward what is 
right’ that intensifies what love and_ kindlines§& 
we ‘have and makes us better men and_ better 
woman as the hour glass of Time sifts slowly but 
surely, marking Our march toward the infinite and 
the inevitable. 


Because the strike of the seamen now paralyz- 
ing shipping and bringing ruin and havoc to those 


engaged in it, as well as ‘hardships to the men 
‘eold not harden our hearts 

against those who in their judgment think they 
merit their present wage and refuse to work for 
a less compensation. From a purely business point 
of view, the striking seamen are wrong, but are 
we to think of nothing but business, of dollars 
and cents and the material in this life? Is there 
not other things we should take into considera- 
tion, besides sordid dross of gold and silver, plun- 
der, pelf and selfish gain? The American ship- 
ping interests say they cannot compete with for- 
eign ships at the present wage, as the foreign 
ships pay a much lower wage to their men. No 
* doubt, but is that any sign an American man 
should subsist upon rice and work every hour ‘he 
can keep awake, and Wear a cloth around his loins 
for clothing, as those from China and India do? 
And what of the constant dangers the men who 
go out on the deep in ships face? Maybe. they 


will come back to their homes and their,{ fam- 
ilies, and maybe they will not.

of. That risk, that danger, is worth something of 
itself, entirely aside from the manual labor. Dur- 
ing the long winters, while the wind howls around 
the house, the rain beats against our window pane 
and the clouds ;:cud across a @arvkened sky dur- 
ing the long reaches of the night, we “land = lub- 
bers” are snugged down under the blankets, safe 
from all dangers of the deep, but the sailor is 
out in all the storm, reefing the sails, stecring the 
course against the winds, and maybe manning the 
pumps. Striving from age to age through the 
long years, men have sought to conquer the deep. 
From raft to boat of skins or burned-out log; 
from this crude boat to the galleys of the ancients, 
and from the galleys to the galleons; thence to 
the tall ships of other countries and centuries, to 
the ‘clipper chips” ‘of yesterday that bore the 
stars and stripes to every shore; thence on to 
the “unwreckable” leviathans of steel--the strug- 
gle with the storms, the wind and waves has been 
waged. Yet to them that “go down to the sea in 
ships” the journey still has grave peril, not as 
in other years when men wound up their affairs, 
made their wills and told their friends farewell, 
but still peril that develops into tragedy from 
time to time, in such awful overwhelming form 
that nations stand aghast. So disaster came to 
the great “Titanic,’ and so to others, and so will 
it always come, in the darkness of night and amid 
the dreadful storms of the mighty ocean. The 
time has not yet come when from the litanies 
should be struck out the prayers for those at sea. 
And so on this Sabbath day, as thousands of these 
seafaring men are in financial and industrial 
trouble, let us all pray that out of it all justice 
and fairness shall prevail, rather than materialism 
alone. 


The denial of Gad and the abolishment of re-

Destroy our churches, as Russia ‘has done, 
close our Sunday schools, abolish this the Lord's 
day, and our Republic would become an empty 
shell, and our people tend toward heathenism and 
barbarism. Christianity is the most powerful fac- 
tor in our society and the pillar of our institu- 
tions. It regulates the family; it enjoins public 
and private virtue; it builds wp moral character; 
it teaches us to love God supremely and our 
neighbor as ourselves; it makes good men and 
useful citizens; it denounces every vice and en- 
courages every virtue; it promotes and serves the 
public welfare and upholds peace and order. T@is 
was strongly felt by Washington, and po passage 
in his immortal farewell address is more truth- 
ful, wise and worthy of constant remembrance 
than that in which he affirms the inseparable con- 
nection of religion with morality and national 
prosperity. 

Yesterday a gray hearse went along the road 
toward the cemetery in North Richmond, followed 
by a mile of autos, and those of us not involved 
can be thankful this day that no !oved one of 
ours is gone. Some house is darkened and _ its 
inmates sad; there are tear-stained eyes and grief 
and loneliness ;and we who have it not may offer 
a little prayer of thankfulness, and say, “it might 
have been my wife, or husband, or mother, or lit- 
tle child, but thank God it is not.” For us the 
sun shines today, and the flowers bloom, and all 
Nature beckons us out of doors; for us is home 
and love and peace ,and many blessings we would 
grieve over did they depart. The future looks 
bright, for times are getting better throughout the 
country, slowly but surely, and over all is a 
benign Something guiding our ships into the port 
of safety. So give a brief thought of that Some- 
thing today, and tomorrow the burden will be just , 
that much lighter to take up again and carry on.
